General regret will be felt by cricketers all 
over the world, especially those of an older 
generation at the news of the death of Tom 
Emmett, the great Yorkshire cricketer, With 
his inigioiGise weather-beaten countenance, 
with its red Roman nose, bine chin and merry 
eyes, poor Tom in his day was'a reigning 
popular favourite with the crowd) and ha-de- 
served his popularity for in adjition to being a 
splendid, if somewhat erratic bowler—he could 
bowl more unplayable balls and more wides 
than any of his cantemporaries—ba was a use- 
ful bat and a trier every yard, fighting right up 
to the finish even under the most hopeless and 
depressing conditions, Emmett, who ‘must 
have been nearly sixty-three, as be was born in 
1841, played for Yorkshire till well past forty, 
his slow action taking less out of him than if 
he had been a fast bowler.

THE RWANGS| REBELLION. 
° of 
: VICEROY'S MOVEMENTS, 


A:Canton dispatch states that owing to an 
urgent command of the Throne that Viceroy 
Usén Ch'un-hsiien should ldse no time in start- 
ing for Kwangsi to suppress the rebellion there 
which pas lately ‘assumed serious proportions, 
his Excellency left Canton (as already reported 
in our columns) on the 18th inst. for Wuchou, 
accompanied by a brigade. of bodyguards and 
a large staff of civil and military mandarias. 

‘On the 16th instant, his Excellency sent on 
ahead of hima large force of well-armed troops, 


well provided with quickfring artillery, with |: 


instructions to await his coming in the vicinity 
of Wuchow, Itis further stated that while in 


Kwangsi province his Excellency intends to | 


pay special attention to the effective patrolling 
of the Kwangsi ‘Tonguing frontier, in order to 
sprevent insurgents from crossing into French 
territory and 50 causing international compli- 
cations. 

A Nanking dispatch states that awing to the 
Teceipt of instructions from Ucking, Viceroy 
Wei Kuang-tao has ordered the transport of a 
brigade of Kiangsu foreigu-modelled troups, 
under the. command. of 4 well-kirown Taotai, 
named Tao, to start for Kwangsi vi Hunan 
province to assist the Governor of the former 
province in suppressing the insurréction there. 
[tis further stated that owing to the repeated 
mutiny of badly-paid troops in Kwangsi pro- 
vince, the Government forces there have been 


reduced one-half. 
THE LIUCHOW FIGHT. 

The taking of the city of Liuchow by the 
brigade of mutinous troops a few weeks ago, as 
already recorded was, as now reported in a 
Wuchow, Kwangsi despatch, followed by the 
indiscriminate massacre by these soldiers, 
assisted by local desperadoes, of most of the 
city afficials and a number of the gentry of the 
city, a few of the wealthiest of whom, however, 
had their fives spared in order that a ransom 
inight be demanded from their unlucky families. 
Afice plundering and slaying for forty-eight 
hours, the mutineers decided to abandon Liu- 
chow for the hills by invitation of the insurgents 
holding those fastnesses. An idea may be 
formed of the amount of Joot taken by these 
savages on their departure from -Liuchow, says 
the 4, C, D. News, when itis stated that they 
compelled no less than 4,500 of the inhabitants 
to carry their plunder for them. Among other 
barbanities (he mutineers are said to have taken 
more than 800 nnfartunate women and girls 
with them to the bills. 

The 2, G 7. Times says that Marshal Sti is 
to be sent back to Kwangsi to redeem his 
character by another attempt to suppress the 
rebellion, = * .
